What Next in the Caban Pr Programme? 

The editor of the New York Eveniog 
Sun, who manages to keep himself and 
bis readers singularly well injormed, says

known to all those who are behind the 
scenes of public afiairs, in stating that the 
Government ot Spain has decisively reject 
ed the project in behalf ot Cuba laid before 
it by General Sickles.” The Sun refers in 
this remark to the project of the sale of 
Ouba by Spain to the Cubans, the United 
States Government guaranteeing the pay- 
ment of the purchase money. 

Well, that project, we suppose, is reject- 
ed, and now what? We presume, that the 
Government at Washington can hardly 
have submitted its proposition to Spain 
without determining to resort, in the event 
of its rejection, to some ulterior policy, and 
what is the ulterior policy? The San says 
distinctly that “a menace was involved in 
the proposition,” and it asks whether the 
menace will be executed “by recognizing 
the independence of Cuba, as the agents of 
President Cespedes have been promised, 
or evem by recognizing the belligerent 
rights of the revolted patriots.” 

There can be no use in our Govern- 
ment's attempting any turther negotiation 
with Spain in relation to Cuba. The ad- 
ministration may as well make up its mind 
tha: it can do pothiag jor our wronged and 
oppressed neighbors in the Gult through 
Gen. Sickles. Whatever is to be done had 
better be done independently of Spain. If 
the administration has been showing its 
teeth, it may as well use them a little if 
only to prove that they are not false teeth 
but genuine incisors, molars, and grind- 
ers.
